MANAGEMENT oF THE LIBRARY, 


TEETINGS of the Proprietors of the 
YEA [Library ſhall be held tour times a year, 
BEDS on the firit Tuelday of January, firit I uel> 
day of April, firſt Tueſday of July, and the 


ſecond Tueſday of November, in the Library 


Room, at twelve 0 clock on each of theſe day 8. 


II. Or rheſe meetings, that on the firſt Tueſ- 
day in july is in future to be held as the Gx- 
NERAL MEFTING, (being more convenient ſor 


the country men.beis than the ſecond 1 ueſday 
of November, formerly fixed for that purpoſe). 
The Library accounts are then to be ſettled for 
the preceding year; the principal commiſſion 


given for purchaſing books; the preles, four cu- 


rators, clcrk, and treaturer, choſen for the en- 


ſuing \ear; and the regulations, for the ma- 
nagement of the Library, enactcd, altered, or 
repealed, 


III. Ir, at any of theſe ſubordinate quarterly 
meetings, a book exceeding the value of 11, 
ſterling, 
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ſterling, propoſed by any member to be pur- 
chaſed, be objected to by any two members 
preſent, the propoſal ſhall lie on the table till 
next quarterly meeting; and it ſhall be deter- 
mined by that meeting, whether or not the 
book is to be bought. 55 


IV. ANv proprietor of the Library may re- 
ceive out of it, and have in his poſſeſſion at 
one time, a number of books or volumes, not 
exceeding ſix: But of ſich books as have not 
been a full year in the Library, that number is 
only allowed to be taken out when they are vo- 
lumes of the ſame work. When they are of dif- 
ferent works, only two volumes cf ſuch books 
as have not been a vear in the | tbrary, ſhall be 
taken out by, or be in the pefeſſion of, any 
proprietor at one time. Pur the number of 
fix volumes nay, if he pleates, ben ade up, by 
his taking out other books that have been long- 
er than a year in the Library. 


V. Books in folio, or quarto, may be kept 
out of the Library for the ſpace of two calen- 
dar months; and thoſe in octavo, or a ſmaller 
form, one month; and when one or more of 

them are kept out beyond that time, the perſon 


Who detains them ſhall be liable to a fine of one 


ſhilling for each volume fo detained; and the 
fine (hall be repeated for each month the bock 
Or 
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or books are with-held from the Library. The 
librarian ſhall not give out any more books to 
the perſon in fault, until he hath reſtored the 
books thus detained, and allo paid the fines to 
which he mis liable: And for thete fines the li- 
brarian ſhall account to the firſt quarter ly meet- 


in g. 


VI. Macazivers and reviews, until bound, 
are to remain in the Library Room, for the uſe 
of the proprietors in general, who may perule 

them there, it they pleate, but are not to be 
taken out ot the room. 1 


VII. Each proprietor | is engaged, by his 
promiſe and word of honour, not to lend, or 
ſuffer to be lent, out of his own dwelling-houte, 
for a longer or ihorter time, any book, chart, 
map, or ;.amphler, belonging to the Library, to 
any perſon who is not a proprietor thereof : — 
And if it be proved to the general meeting, that 
he hath broken this reg lation, he thall be lia— 

ble ro what peaaity it 1s cone end for, and {hall 
pleale the meeting to imo. even to the extent 
ot depriving him whoi!y ol his mate in the Li- 


brary. 


VIII. THe proprietors hall not lend any 
book, chart, mip, or pomohlet, belong'ng Ar 
the Library, to one Another, under a peng 

or 
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or fine of one ſhilling for every tranſgreſſion, 
to be paid at the firſt quarterly NY where 
the offence (hall be proved. 


IX. Tax ; librarian is ſtrictly enjoined not to 
transfer any book, chart, map, or pamphlet, 
from one member of the Library to another, until 
it be brought back to the Library, and laid up- 
on the table. And no book, chart, map, or 
pamphlet. ſhall be again taken out by the pro- 
prietor who Jait returned it, until it ſhall have 
remained a tull week in the Library Room. 


X No book, chart, map, or pamphlet, ſhall 
be comm Hioncd or bought for the Library, but 
by an exprets order of a quarterly meeting :— 
And it any proprictor, or number of proprietors, 
or the librarian, ſhall take this power upon them, 
the curators fhill not allow tuch book, chart, 
map, or pamphlet, a place in the Library. 


XI. ALL books, &c. commiſſioned for the 
Library, (hall be directed to the Trealurer, and 
remain in the Library Room till opened by one 
ot the curators; aud none of them ſhall be giv- 
en out, till they are, in his preſence, entered 
in the catalogue, and the words Kello Library” 
written upon che title-page : And a liſt of theſe 
books ſhall be hung up in a conſpicuous part 
of the Li>1ary, for the bencſit of all concerned.

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XII. ATTENDANCE will be given in the Li- 
brary Room, for giving out and receiving books, 
on every Monday and Wedneſday, from eleven 
to two o'clock, and on F riday from twelve to 
three. 


XIII. Tex librarian is expreſsly prohibited 
from giving out any books, charts, maps, or 
pamphlets, to any perſon without a written or- 
der from a proprietor: And as the librarian is 
retponſible for all the books under his charge, 
the proprietors, and all other perſous, are reſtrict- 


ed trom opening the preſſes, or handlin 3 the 
books. | | | 


XIV. Books taken out by country members 
ſhalt not be let 1 in any houle 1n Kelſo, except 
in the houſe of a proprietor. The contravening 
this regul tion to be lub jest to the lame penal-

XV. IT being obſerved that the books have 
often been much aged, by not being properly 
packed, when carried to and from the country, 
it 15 earneftly recommen:!cd to all country pro— 
pPrietors, to caule the books, &c. to be either 

put into a box, or atherways carefully wrapped 
up und packed, fo as to prelerve them from in- 
jury in the carriage: And che hbrarian is en-

XIX. Ar the meeting in November, a I? ſhall 


be made up of thoſe who are then oof tient in 
their payments to the Library, tor a fall year or 
upwards, and thall be delivergd ro the I'brarian, 
with orders to him not to give out to ſuch de- 


ficients any more books until he hath an atteſt— 


ation from the Freaturer that they have paid 
up the full of their arrears. 
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
